Washington, October 19.—The tropical 
hurricane which swept from. Cuba to the 
Bahamas now appears to be raging witn 
full force about two hundred miles out 
in the Atlantic, its only shore effect to- 
night being a falling barometer and a 
26-mile wind off the South Carolina 
coast. The hurricane, according to Fore. 
easter Henry, of the weather bureau, 
seems to have been temporarily checked 
in its northeastward movement and has 
not advanced in the. past twelve hours, 
nor do the indications point to any 
change in the next twenty-four hours. 
Another storm is developing in Colorado.

It ig believed now that a portion of the 
Florida Fis, and Produce company s 
fleet was lost with loss of life. Man- 
ager Adams sent out one of their boats 
this morning to search for the men and 
boats and on its‘return the crew re- 
ported no sign of the fleet. The fishing 
nets were found strewn upon the shore. 

The steamer St.. Lucie -belongs to the 
fleet of the Florfda East Coast railway 
and is employed in carrying workmen 
to and from the extension work on 
the keys. Despite the storm warning, 
Captain Bravo sailed for Key Largo with 
a large number of workinen aboard. 
The steamer was caught in-the storm 
and was driven ashore with the awful 
loss of life reported. 


The Lost at Mi-mi. 


The damage in Miami will amount to 


many thousands of dollars. One of the 
heaviest losers is Frank Budge, whose 
shree-story brick store Was unroofed and 
the stock of hardware ruined by the 
deluge of rain. His loss is estimated 
from ten thousand to fifteen thousand. 

The saloon of the Charles Watson Com- 
rany was unroofed and stock and fixtures 
camaged. Their ‘warehouse on Sixth 
street was totally demolished. The roof 
of the Miamt Shoe Company: was blown 
off and stock damaged. The new Orlen- 
dorff block, which was nearing comple- 
tion, was destroyed, The Arcade builuing 
was badly damaged. The First Metfouist 
church was partially wrecked and the 
ricepie blown down. MoNeliil's stables 
* ere completely destroyed. 

Granger's livery stables were wrecked 
and much demage to buggies and car- 
riages done. A large portion of the ter- 
minal docks and the car shed near the 
roundhouse were blown. down, 

On Avenue D a ntimber of plate glass 
windows were smashed in and seve 
houses unrdéofed. Most of the merchants 
lost heavily from water. 

St. Augustine Escaped. 

St. Augustine, Fla., October 19.—This 
city, beyond some damage done by high 
tides, was not affected by yesterday’s 
hurricane.

IN BIRMINGHAM FIRE 


Crowded Boardinghouse Is 


Destroyed at 3 O'Clock 
in Morning, 


ONE CORPSE IS FOUND 
IN ATTITUDE OF PRAYER 


Several Corpses on the Stairways 
and Near the Windows, Show- 
ing That the Victims 
Had Tried to 
Flee. 


Birmingham, Ala., October i9.—Ten 
men were burned to death, two seriously 
and perhaps fatally injured and a third 
slightly hurt by jumping from the sec- 
ond story as the result of a fire which 
destroyed the boarding house of Mrs. 
E. B. Watley at 113! Third avenue, 
between 2 and 3 o'clock this morning.

There were twenty-one boarders in the 
house, almost all of whom were street 
railway employees. 

In addition there were three other per- 
sons, Mrs. Watley and her two .sons. 
All have been accounted for. 

Victims on Second Story. 

All the dead and injured occupied 
rooms on the second story of the house. 
The flames enveloped the entire Dbuild- 


ing when the fire was discovered and it 


was with greatest difficulty that the 
persons om the lower floor made their 
escape. They saved nothing and every 
piece of furniture in the house was 
burned. The fire is thought to have 
heen of incendiary origin. Burglars 
have been detected on the premises 
twice within the last two months and 
Mrs. Watley thinks the house was bur- 
glarized this morning and then set on 
fire. Thieves were discovered at work 
during the progress of the flames and 
the police were called to keep gua:® 
The dead were burned beyond recogni- 
tion. The ten charred bodies are at 
the morgue, where it is impossible to tell 
one from the other. The names given 
are those of the missing, the number 
corresponding with the number . of 
corpses found. 

When the fire department reached the 
scene of the holocaust the body of a 
man was seen hanging from a second 
Story window. <A ladder was quickly 
raised and the *form taken down. The 
man was dead and burned beyond recog- 
nition. He had made a desperate effort 
to escape, but failed. Another body was 


' found in bed, indications being that the 


man had been suffocated in his sleep 
and then burned to a crisp. 
Corpse in Attitude) of Prayer. 

‘ A body in an attitudé of prayer was 
discovered in the corner of one of the 
rooms. The man’s hands were uplifted 
and he was on his knees. Several corpses 
were found on the stairway and near 
windows, showing that those victims had 
sought to flee from the burning struc- 
tuge, but were overpowered and died. 
Other corpses had dropped to the ground 
floor when portions of the second floor 
fell in. It was after daylight before 
the ten bodies had been found and re- 
moved. Later a second search of the 
ruins was made, but no additional 
corpses were found and as no others are 
missing it is believed that ten deaths 
make wp the total fatalities to date. 
Hentch ana Troutman, who jumped from 
the second floor, are in a very serious 
condition and are expected to die. 

W. B®. Taylor, one of the dead men, 
was from Chattanooga, and Olifle H. 
Hines, another, was from Knoxville. 

Tt is believed tonight that all of the 
bodies have been recovered from : the 
building destroyed by fire last night on 
Third avenue. 

Sheriff Burgin has wired the governor 
for a commission to investigate the fire 
as the circumstances are very mysterious, 
The sheriff will work in conjunction with 
the coroner. The investigation will begin 
Monday. 

The remains of Motorman W. B. Nich- 
ols were shipped to Fort Payne, Ala., 
this afternoon. The pathetic feature of 
his death was the fact that he had only 
been married a year, and yesterday re- 
ceived a letter announcing the birth of 
a baby girl.

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Ready approval will, undoubtedly, 
be given by all its members, as weil 
as by the farming interests of Geor- 
gia generally, to the cordial indorse- 
ment of the Conner bill and the con- 
gressional district agricultural col- 
lege. bill, by the fair committee and 
the department superintendents of 
the state agricultural society. Real- 
izing that these measures, enacted at 
the last session of the general as- 
sembly, will give an impetus to agri- 
cultural education in Georgia, such 
as has never been known before, 
these committees, made up. from 
among the representative farmers of 
the society, at a meeting held at the 
state fair grounds, unanimously 
passed strong resolutions offered by 
Colonel George Gilmer, of Washing- 
ton county, commending the course 
of the general assembly in making 
this generous provision for the ad- 
vancement of agricultural knowledge. 

The Georgia State Agricultural So- 
ciety, since its organization in 1846, 
has had for its main object the in- 
struction of the people in the science 
of agriculture with a view to. profita- 
ble farming, and it took the lead at 
the close of the war in giving cordial 
indorsement to the Morrill act of 
1862, which made liberal provision 
for the instruction of the youth of 
the country in the principles and 
practice of agriculture. The proceed- 
ings of the society show, as stated in 
the preamble to the. resolutions of 
Wednesday, that its entire member- 
ship has at all times taken deep and 
active interest in this jmportant sub- 


ject, extending its potent influence in 
recent years to the encouragement of 
state aid for the college of agricul- 
ture at Athens, and the establishment 
of a cordon of schools of agriculture— 
one in each congressional district in 
the state. 

It was fitting then that these 
prominent representatiyes of Geor- 
gia’s agricultural interests should 
“heartily indorse the action of the 
general assembly of Georgia” in pass- 
ing the Conner bill appropriating 
$100,000 “for the construction and 
equipment of an agricultural college 
building at Athens, that will comport 
with the dignity of this noble com- 
monwealth and the bed-rock industry 
for which that structure will stand.” | 
And it was likewise appropriate that 
they should “look with special favor 
and bright expectancy on the plan 
projected by the general assembly, 
through the Perry bill, that guaran- 
tees to the people of each congres-| 
siona] district a. school of agriculture 
that cannot fail to be a blessing and 
an uplifting agency to the youth of 
each of said districts.” 

There is no doubt, as these repre- 
sentative farmers say, that the state 
agricultural society may be relied 
upon to give its zealous cooperation 
to the authorities in every effort that 
looks to the making of a splendid suc- 
cess of these schools, and we be- 
‘speak 2 prompt response to the call 
they make upon every tiller of the 
soil and every well-wisher of agricul- 
ture, “to give to the great undertak- 
ings aforementioned their cheerful, 
substantial and enthusiastic support 
and encouragement.” 

With such strong support as this 
back of these new state institutions, 
and with the deep interest taken in 
them, not only by Georgians in high 
places, but by prominent, wealthy and 
influential men. outside the state, 
they will begin their work under 
auspices that seem to preordain the 
surest and the brightest success. 


Mis 
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Criminal Earmarks. 

Those who believe that physiog- 
nomy is an index to character will 
consider their hypothesis vindicated 
by the statements made before the 
recent annual congress of German an- 
thropologists by Professor Blau, a 
well known European authority on dis- 
eases of the ear. 

The learned professor declared that 
in the vast majority of cases the va- 
rious parts of the auricle, or outer ear, 
are larger in the case of criminals 
and lunatics than they are in the case 
of normal individuals. 

To arrive at this remarkable conclu- 
sion, Professor Blau has taken accu- 
tate measurements of 1,061 ears. Of 
these 255 were the ears of lunatics, 
and 343 were those of male criminals. 
The examination was confined to men, 
and to one race and one country. 

He claims to have noted that the 
difference is especially notable in the 
helix, or incurved outer border of the 
ear; also in the lobe. According to 
this eminent authority, the larger 
the helix is, the lower the state of 
mental development. The hearing 
faculty, however, is more acute. 

All of which is interesting enough 
from the standpoint of scientific spec- 
ulation—if science is anything but

To destroy this pleasant 
notion and to substitute for it one 
that makes large ears indicate crim- 
inal or insane tendencies will require 
more testimony than can be adduced 
by all the scientific congresses that 
ever convened. '

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South’s Strides in Progress. 
In what a country makes in excess 


of its needs is found its true accre- 
tion of wealth. Not that it all accumu- 
lates, but it, in part, enables its peo- 
ple to reach out beyond the actual ne- 
cessities and to enjoy some of the 
luxuries of life.. No better index to 
this growth in wealth can be found 
than in the record of a country’s ex- 
ports—the surplus crops that go to 
supply the needs of countries beyond 
the seas. From year to year that 
record as concerns the United States 
shows marked growth and improve- 
ment for the states of the south, Ex- 
ports through southern ports, an’? 
that means principally of southern 
products, are constantly showing the 
greatest percentage of increase. This 
does not apply so much to cotton and 
naval stores, the south’s great pro- 
ducts, the bulk of which necessarily 
go through southern ports, but to 
other products, more particularly of 
breadstuffs, in which the states of 
the north and middle west long héld 
the balance of the export trade. 

The current Manufacturers’ Record 
notes among the important facts of 
steady southern progress the great 
increase in the value of breadstuffs 
exported from southern ports in com- 
parison, with those exported from 
other ports of the country. The rec- 
ord for the first nine months of the 
present calendar year shows the 
value of the principal articles of 
breadstuffs exported at twenty-three 


was $130,607,719, an increase of $43,- 
601,654 over the same period of last 
year. Of this increase more than 63 
per cent was at the six southern 
ports—Baltimore, Newport News, Nor- 
folk and Portsmouth, Galveston, Mo- 
bile and New Orleans. The total 
value of the principal articles of 
breadstuffs exported from these six 
ports in the first nine months of 1906 
was $56,535,470, as compared with 
$28,876,743 during the same period of 
1905, an increase of 95.7 per cent, 
while at the other seventeen leading 
ports the increase was only $15,942,- 
927, equal to 27.4 per cent. 

One of the conclusions drawn is 
that the trend to southern ports fol- 
lows activity in railroad construction 
toward them and the improvement of 
terminal facilities. This development, 
no doubt, has much to do with the 
splendid showing made, but it must 
be accounted for, too, by the south’s 
splendid strides industrially and ag- 
riculturally, which are rapidly putting 
it in the van of wealth producing 
countries. 

The Champion Mean Man. 

Some of our discriminating con- 
temporaries claim to have discovered 
the champion mean man, an individ- 
ual who has his domicile in Ottawa, 
Kansas.

317 and 318, reducing the preferential 
rates 10 per cent below the freight rates 
allowed to be charged prior to such or- 
der of the commission, will be had be- 
fore Judge Newman at Atlanta on 
+Monday, October 29. The railroads con- 
teng that this reduction cannot be borne 
by them, and that the enforcement of 
the provisions of the said circulars will 
amount to taking their property without 
due process of law. 

Attorney General John C. Hart and W. 
A. Wimbisp, represent the railroad com- 
mission in the cases, Lawton and Cun- 
ningham, Dorsey, Brewster & Howell 
and duBignon & Alston representing the 
railroads. 

On this same day, October 29, Attorney 
General Har; must needs be in three dif- 
ferent courts, widely separated, in each 
of which important cases in which the 
rights of the state are involved will 
came up for argument. J. G. Rawlings’ 
case is to be argued on that day in the 
United States court, Rawlings setting up 
the plea that he was deprived of a con- 
stitutional right because the names of 
preachers were not in the jury box of 
Lowndes county; the case of the South- 
ern Bell Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany which séeks to enjoin the comp- 
troller general from issuing fi. fas. for 
the collection of the state occupation 
tax amounting to $30,000, will be argued 
before the state supreme court, and the 
railroad case fs to be heard by Judge 
Newman. Judge Hart has not as yet 
decided where he will be on October 
29.

USED RIFLE ON ITS OWNER. 


Melvin Davenport Badly Wounded. 
J. ©. Jones and Frank Her- 
rington in Jail. 

As the result of a drunken row whick

Herrington told Jones to 
shoot Davenport, and Jones immediately 
adopted the suggestion, using Daven- 
port’s winchester rifle to do so. The 
shot struck Davenport in the hack just 
above the waist line on the right side, 
and the wound appears to be a serious 
one. Herrington took to flight after the 
shooting and was apprehended later by 
County Officers Dunbar and Gordon. 
Jones stood his ground, however, after 
firing the shot, and rendered first aid to 
the wounded. He even assisted in car- 
rying the wounded man to his homes 
after which he was arrested by County 
Officers Whitfield and Pope. 

@Gome three years ago Davenport was 
shot through and through with three 
bajis fired from a winchester rifle in the 
hands of Nat Henderson, but he soon
